The apple crop of last year, 1896, on 


this continent, was by far the greatest 
ever known. 
It is now estimated to 


have amounted to 70,000,000 barrels. 
The apple crop of the present year will 
be, it. is aaid, about one-third as large as 
that of last year; it is now estimated at 
about 20,000,000 barrels. This, howerer, 
13 more than an average crop. 


The production this year, says the 


New York A'tm, is well distributed, but 
it has been greatest iu the newly devel- 
oped apple-producing regions in the 
western parts of the United States. Fine 
apples in abundance have come from 
Missouri, Kansas and Arkansas 
Many 


line apples have come this year from Col- 
orado, and a considerable quantity from 
Washington, most of these I'icitic coast 
upples stopping at Chicago. 


The apple crop iu Virginia this year 


has been extraordinarily line and heavy. 
Some of the very finest apples, frnit that 
has brought extremely high prices, have 
come from Virginia 
There has been no 


failute in New England and New York, 
or in Canada, but the crop i i these apple- 
producing regions has usen lighter than 
n the western parts of the United States. 


The piiees of apples are now about 


double what they were last year. It is 
believed that producers this year will get 
more raoney for their apples than they 
did for the RIeater q'tant'ty marketed 
ast ye.ir. 


The exports of American apples to 


December 20 were about 000,000 barrels, 
igaiut 2 100.000 at the same date last 
year. The aggregate exports for thia 
season are likely to amount to about 
7-30 000 barrpls. against 3,000,1)00 last 
veir. The Kuropeati apple crop this 
year is light.

YEARS AGO. 


Last Saturday, ninety-eight years ago, 


an act. entitled "An Act for erecting 
part of tiie county of York iuto a sepa- 
rate county'* was passed by the !Legisla- 
ture of Pennsylvania, and signed by 
Thomas McKean, Governor. 


The boundaries of the new county 


were thus denned: "Beginning in the 
line of Cumberland county where the 
road from Carlisle to Baltimore leads 
through Trent's gap; thence along the 
said road to Binder's; thence a straight 
line to Uouowago creek opposite to the 
mouth of Abbott's run ; thence along 
the line of Berwick and Paradise town- 
ships, nntil it strikes the line of Man- 
heim township; thence aloug the line of 
ilanheim and Berwick westwardly, un- 
til it strikes the Maryland lino; theace 
along the Maryland lice to the Hue of 
Franklin county ; thence along the line 
of Franklin and Cumberland counties to 
the place of beginning, shall be, and the 
same is hereby erected into a separate 
county, to bo henceforth 
called and 


known by the name of Adams County." 


By section V "the Sheriff, Coroner, 


and public officers of the county of York, 
shall continue to exercUe the duties of 
their respective cilices within the county 
of Adams, until similar otticers shall be 
appointed agreeably to law, within the 
eaid county of Adams." 


Section VII, "that it shall be lawful 


for the Commissioners of eaai county of 
Adams, who shall be elected at the next 
election [second Tuesday of October,] to 
take assurances to them aud thoir suc- 
cessors in office, of a lot or lots of ground, 
for the purpose of erecting thereon a 
court-house, jeiil and cilices for the safe- 
keeping of the records; provided said 
lot or lots of ground shall be within the 
town of Gettysburg!)." 


By the last section, Rev. Alexander 


Dobbin and David Moore, Sr., were "ap- 
pointed Trustees for the said county of 
Adams," with full power to take assur- 
ances or the conveyance of property "in 
trust and for the use of erecting public 
buildings in the town of Clettysbnrgh." 


By a Supplement to the above Act, 


"passed loth March, 1SOO," it waa made 
"lawful for William McClellan, Henry 
Hoke and William Hamilton, or any two 
of them, to contract for a lot or lota of 
ground, in a suitable and convenient sit- 
uation in the town o£ Gettysburg1.!." 


* "and thereupon erect aud build a 


court-house and piisou, sufficient to ac- 
commodate the public service of said 
county," and "to commence the build- 
ing of the same as early as possible in 
the ensuing summer." They were auth- 
orized to draw their warrants upon the 
Trustees for the cost of the public build- 
ings, the amount not to exceed $3,000 ; 
and were allowed for their services five 
per centum of the money necessarily ex- 
pended in the execution of their trust. 


Another Supplement, "passed 26!,h of 


March. 1804," (Thomas McIOau still 
Governor.) transferred 
the powers of 


the Trusteed to the County Commission- 
ers, and gave the latter authority to levy 
a tax not exceeding $4,000 to complete 
the couit-liouse and prison.

A shocking tragedy occurred on 
the 


Western Maryland railroad at York, last 
Wednesday. 
Oron 
Hughes, a break- 


man on the yard crew was run over by a 
freight car and instantly killed while en- 
gaged in shifting cars on a switch at the 
York Wall Paper company's siding. His 
body was terribly mangled and when he 
was picked up was hardly recognizable. 


Following this Rev. A. K. Steck made 


an address in which he said that Dr. Day 
was undoubtedly the greatest man in his 
branch of the church. 
"When Abner 


was slain at the hands of Joab, King David 
said, 'Know ye not that there is a prince 
and a great man fallen in Israel.' Such 
indeed can we say of Dr. Day. lie was 
too great for mere partisanship, too great 
to expect everyone to adopt his ideas. 
The church and the world lias sustained a 
loss in his death not easily measured. All 
up and down that whole west coast he will 
be sorely missed. To iu as a church, Dr. 
Day was the incarnation of the African 
mission. 
When he appeared among us, 


doubt as to the future of that mission dis- 
appeared at the sound of his voice. 
Let 


us remember that 'It is for us the living 
rather to be here consecrated to the great 
work he has so nobly carried on.' " 


Eev. Dr. Yalentine followed with an ad- 


dress. 
"In view of these well-put, glow- 


ing representations of the character of our 
fallen brother, in exhibition of the loss the 
church has sustained, the question is, 
what is to be done. 
How are we to in- 


terpret this dispensation of Providence? 
Does it mean that we shall keep back men 
from the dreadful miasma of the West 
coast. There is a rumor now that the risk 
of life and the sacrifice is too great to carry 
ou that mission. This is not justified in 
the least. 
The work will go on though 


the worker dies. As the army of invasion 
goes on, men drop out and new ones step 
in to fill their places. The British, when 
they were quelling the tribes in India, 
did not consider the cost. They had a 
point to gain. Hundreds of men, in search 
of fabulous wealth, have started to Alaska 
and will brave the inhospitable climate of 
that country. They count the hardships 
no sacrifice in order that they may win 
gold. 
When souls are to be saved the 


question of men ig not to bis considered. 
Again, can we say that the death rate in 
Africa is so great ? In thirty-seven years 
seven of our missionaries there have died. 
They might have died from other causes 
had they stayed at home. 
Plenty of men 


are anxious and ready to go. We dare not 
think for a moment of abandoning the 
work iu Africa. 
It is a mission that has 


been richly blessed, and we owe it to our- 
selves, and should hail it as a privilege to 
carry on the work."

dangerous condition only during the past 
two weeks. 


The deceased was born in Manor town- 


ship, Lancaster county, December 7, 1810, 
and was therefore in his SSth year. 
He 


was a descendant "of 
Hans Herr, the 


Menonite minister who settled in Lan- 
caster county in 1710, whose descendants 
at this time number 20,000. The deceased 
is one of the sixth generation of iiev. 
Herr's descendants. Mr. Herr's advanced 
age came to him naturally, all his ancestors 
having reached the ages ranging from 73 
to 90 years. 


When but a lad of 16 years Mr. Herr 


began wagoning from Philadelphia and 
Baltimore to Pit'tsburg. He followed this 
occupation until the construction of rail- 
roads took awuy his work. The deceased 
was one of the last of those old state road 
teamsters. During the 50's Mr. Herr set- 
tled in Bedford county, where he purchas- 
ed a flouring mill. He operated this mill 
until 1S63, when he came to Blair county, 
and eight 
years later lie removed to 


Altoona, where he since resided. During 
his residence in Altoona he followed 
huckstering for a time, but old age finally 
compelled him to retire from active busi- 
ness life.

Should tlie State Aid In Making 
ami Maintaiuuij* Public JJoads ?

The Legislature of Pennsylvania last 


winter labored long and earnestly to frame 
a general road law to supercede the 
]'-'C2 laws, general and special, which en- 
cumber the statute books and perplex the 
people. As a result of their difficult and 
rnfibarrassing work, they succeeded in en- 
acting a law which it is hoped and believ- 
ed is a great improvement on those now 
in force, and which, when fully understood 
and put in force, will be generally satis- 
factory to the people. Perhaps the provi- 
s-ions of most doubtful expediency are 
those which provide for State aid in build- 
ing and maintaining public roads, and, in- 
cidentally, that which makes it the duty 
OE township boards to report, annually, to 
the Department of Agriculture. 
Hence 


this discussion. 


If the townships are to receive State aid, 


data for its distribution can most readily 
be obtained, and record of its application 
can only be made by meana of township 
reports. 


There are 155S townships in Pennsylva- 


nia and the tabulation and publication of 
the reports will greatly increase the busi- 
ness, importance and expense of the De- 
partment of Agriculture. If there is no 
State appropriation for roads, all this may 
safely be dispensed with. 


fn the proposition to give State aid 


the presumption is that the public road is 
a common interest, just as the aid given 
10 hospitals usually located in cities, is in 
°upport of what is regarded as a general 
interest. But in the same sense the streets 


i a'crty or borough are a general inter- 
f-et. The appropriation of State fuuds for 
inad purposes would be unfair to the cities 
and boroughs, unless it can be shown that 
the country districts pay more into the 
general treasury than they receive from it 
or that the improvement of country roads 
IB of direct advantage to the city tax-pay- 
er. J have read with some care the dis- 
cussion in the L'ljisl'ttire K-ivid and I 
have not seen it stated that tlie cities re- 
ceive an undue amount from the State 
treasury. The advantage which the cities 
will derive trom improved country roads 
is largely a matter of opinion. 


But it is most unfortunate that an issue 


has been raised which will bring city and 
cimntry interests into conflict. The re- 
sulting legislative trades and compromises 
will not be creditable. We have just 
ground forcomplnint that railroads, banks, 
trusts, insurance companies and other in- 
cou>orated interests so largely dependent 
on agriculture, go practically nntnxod 
while half a million farmers on half a 
nil.lion farnin pay all the road tax. Equi- 
table taxation is one of the unsolved prob- 
lems of the age. 


It i*» an open intention whetherthe town- 


ships can afford to accept State aid with 
all that such acceptance shall include*. It 
in entirely probable that when State aid is 
gi\en, it will be granted for permanent 
construction only, and on condition that 
tin- townships set apart an equal sum foi 
the same purpose. This will be brought 
about by the importunities of the wheel- 
men and the pressure of the Department 
of Agriculture—a department that seems 
to believe its "chief eud" to be to compel 
farmers to build permanent roads whether 
the times warrant it or not. 


Tlie amount of tax levied annually for 


road purposes, is nearly four million dol- 
lars ($.'i,62:!,7()3 in 1S95.) The appropria- 
tion of one million dollars will add a little 
over twenty-five per cent, to the present 
levy. But it is not the purpose to reduce 
tvxation or tu relieve the tax-payers. That 
would not improve the roads. 


It may be pertinent to inquire whpiliei 


it is probable that a Slate fuud will be 
properly and economically expended. 
There seems to be a tendency to use pub- 
lic money carelessly. Notice the increase 
of the salaries of certain otficials because 
they are paid out of the State treasury. 
Xctice the amount of "aids" and appara* 
tu=, of doubtful accuracy and utility, late- 
ly carried into the public schools and the 
neglect of the little economies by the 
pupils in the use of the minor supplies 
since they have become a public expense. 


The expenditure of State money in load 


construction ^vill soon call for State super- 


*\ ision and for state or cou'nty officials at 
good salaries. And the probabilities are 
that the new offices, whether filled by 
election or appointment, will be largely 
tilled through the instrumentality of men 
who could not themselves be elected to 
public place, but who are in with the 
great public office trust of Pennsylvania 
and have influence enough to carry out 
their appointments. 


Now when the din and clamor of the 


place hunters fill the air and the civil ser- 
'.ice bulwarks, erected in wisdom to pro- 
tect the executive from the importunities 
of the people, seem in danger of being 
.-wept away, it does not seem wise for the 
people to create new offices for the pro- 
fessional politicians to give or trade or sell 
for their own personal advantage. 


And may it not he better in the end to 


decide tliat tlie local road is a local institu- 
tion maintained by local taxation for local 
use. 


In tlie words of Dr. Brown "The people 


will do well to retain full and entire con- 
trol of the roads and road taxes, for that 
is all of which you do retain control,"

Does Bee-keeping Pay? 


The question is frequently asked, Will 


bee-keeping as a business pay ? In fact 
about the flrst question that arises in the 
mind of a person about to embark in a 
new business enterprise is, "Will it pay ? 
Answering the query I will say Yes, 
says a writer in Michigan farmer, con- 
ditioning that answer, however, upon 
the laws of success in any other business 
undertaking. No business will pay un- 
less it is carried on in a business-like 
way. Bee-keeping is no exception to the 
rule. Methods must be employed and 
results worked for if success is expected. 
It a man expects bees to pay when he 
keeps them in hollow trees or set in some 
out of the way place, and never looks 
after them except to put the new swarms 
into soap boxes or nail kegs and brim- 
stone them in the fall to get the honey, 
he will be disappointed. I don't mean 
him when I say bee-keeping will pay. 
If another is too shiftless to supply the 
bees with proper appliances for storing 
honey in marketable form ; if he expects 
them to board themselves, do all the 
work and put the money in his pocket 
while he pits in the shade or holds down 
some dry goods box "up at the corners," 
I don't mean him when I say bee-keep- 
ing will pay. If a man doesn't know or 
doesn't care to learn the reason in the di- 
vine economy for having dronea and 
kuow or caie to know how to pievent 
the increase of that part of the colony 
which in excess of requirements are only 
consumeis, I don't mean him when I say 
bee-keeping will pay. All these men bad 
better buy what honey they can afford. 
But to everyone, be it man or woman, 
who is adapted to it by habits of thought, 
atucly and observation and who has 
energy enough to master the essential 
principles, it will richly repay for all the 
thought and time required to be devoted 
to it. Because acme men follow dairy- 
ing after slipshod, happy-go-easy method 
and fail to make money out of it does 
not prove that dairying does not pay. 
And because a good many fail to realize 
all their fond anticipations of coveted 
sweets by the same methods in the apiary 
it does not follow that success will not 
crown the efforts of the careful, prudent 
and intelligent bee-keeper. It will pay 
to keep bees until every town Jn this 
broad land is supplied with enough hon- 
ey to meet the demand. I venture the 
assertion that not half the towns in the 
United States are supplied with honey 
six months in the year. It every bee- 
keeper will meet the wants of the con- 
sumers of hia and adjoining towns it 
will surprise him what an amount can 
bepoltl. But for all the honey-producers 
to rush their surplus crop off to the large 
cities to glut the market while hundreds 
of people in their own to'vnships don't 
know the taste of honey from glucose 
because they so seldom taste it is a sure 
way to make bee-keeping unprofitable. 
I have no doubt that tons of honey could 
be sold in every state where hundreds of 
pounds are now so'd if the matter was 
properly worked up by the local bee- 
kcpper. This is something every bee- 
keeper should take ?., personal interest in, 
for it is certainly one thing to raise a 
ciop of anything and another to market 
it to the best advantage. Altnoat every 
week bungs me letters from bee-keepers 
that have from fifty pounds upward they 
want to sell. Now if 1 buy I must ha%e 
a margin on wholesale pn'cefi, while in 
nine cases out of teu it could be sold at 
or near home at letail prices. I feel just 
like urging upon bee-keepers the neces- 
sity of working up their home markets 
and depending less upon the "markets 
of the world " (From my standpoint 
we have had too many markets the past 
few years ) I am not going to say that 
my plans and methods or the appliances 
used by me are the best, but when I look 
around and see the many slip-shod 
methods thataie pursued by those who 
make bee-keeping a failure I very natur- 
ally come to the conclusion that my 
methods, being successful, are at least 
an improvement, and "what other folks 
can do. why with patience may not 
you ?" 


DRYING CLOTHES. 


Be careful, very careful, how you al- 


low your housemaids to dry the clothes 
over night in the kitchen on the night 
following a wet washday. Take no one's 
word for it, but descend yourself, Madam 
Housekeeper, to the kitchen when the 
little procession is starting bedward and 
view the premises for yourself. See that 
the clothes-horse, loaded with clean 
linen, is not permitted to stand in the 
neighborhood of kitchen or furnace fires, 
and see that no wandering dishcloth or 
strip of inflammable material is allowed 
to remain near. The fire is usually 
made up with a view to heating the 
morning's irons. 
Let out from the 


spigot the pent up streams of boiling 
water and gushes of steam. Then you 
can go to sleep with a clear conscience, 
untroubled by dreams of exploding boil- 
ers and unhaunted by the fear of "smell- 
ing smoke" in the small hours of the 
morning.—Exchange

Poultry for Profit. 


There are very few farmers who real- 


ize how much money comes from the 
poultry and eggs that are produced on 
the farm. If they study the matter up 
they will find that the hens in the barn- 
yard pay more for the food they con- 
sume than almost anything else, in fact, 
except the indispensable horse, whose 
value is hard to compute, being so much 
depended upon, so says a writer in Poul- 
try Tribune 
The farmer can keep a lieu 


for less than 50 cents per year. This 
has been proven time and again, and it 
is a poor sort of a hen that will not 
produce ten dozen eggs a year. The av- 
erage price is about 10 cents a dozen. 
Allowing the cost of keeping is 50 cents, 
and that eggs average but 10 cents a 
dozen the year through, it will be seen 
the income is 100 per cent, on the in- 
vestment of keep. If he keeps his poul- 
try as he should the average price will 
be nearer 20 cents a dozen than 10 cents, 
for he will get eggs in the winter when 
prices are high. With all the increase in 
the products of the poultry yards of the 
country there has neven been a year 
when we did not import eggs, and this 
importation has not fallen off, except 
as the tariff effected it, and the tariff 
of 5 cents a dozen did not cut off iiupoi- 
tation entirely. The United States is 
fast becoming a nation of poultry and 
egg eateis because the wholesomeupss of 
poultry and the relative cheapness of 
eggs as compared with meats are b?com- 
ing better understood all the time and 
the result is thai the demand for poul- 
tiy and eggs grows nearly as fast as the 
supply is increased, and the average 
rises slowly year by year. Mo one ueod 
hesitate about going into the business 
ot raising poultry from any fear that 
there will he an oveisupply. A low 
price always meets an increased de- 
mand, and this fosters au appetite for 
eggs and poultry, which is satisfied when 
eggs go up again, and the business keeps 
on growing. It, will keep on indelinite- 
ly, for poultry can and will be kept with 
profit when the country is much more 
thickly populated than it is now. 


Barnyard Feeding-. 


In summer tlie animals cau be kept on 


the pasture with proflt because the labor 
of the farmer is then better applied in 
the growing of crops, hut in winter his 
work must be done at the barn. Winter 
feeding is not the "soiling" system, as 
generally understood, yet it is practically 
the same thing where ensilage is used in 
winter as a substitute for the green food 
of summer. It has long been maintain- 
ed by the advocates of the soiling system 
that to feed the cows in the barnyard, 
by cutting all green food and bringing it 
from the Bold to them, is more economi- 
cal and profitable than to turn them out 
on pasture, but the objection has been to 
the cost of the labor required, yet far- 
meis practice barnyard feeding in winter 
and find that it pays if the cows are 
given care and attention. More manure 
Is made, less work is required in cooling 
the milk and better prices are obtained, 
while the labor is cheaper because it 
would be otherwise idle. If the coarse 
fodders can be balanced with ginin the 
farmer may have hay to sell, which might 
not be possible if he fed the hay because 
of lack of preparation of the coarse 
fooila 
Every pound of produce sold 


that has oeen saved by some system of 
feeding is a clear gain, mid in estimating 
Uio cost of labor llial fact must be con- 
sidered. With good management and 
proper shelter HI winter the capacity of 
the cows can be largely increase'! and a 
profit made during the coldest months of 
the ye'Ar.—l'hil(uU)ihin liemnl.

The wide use of ammonia to assist in 


all household cleaning demands that the 
maids of the household should be in- 
structed in the necetsity of removing its 
traces from inauy surfaces upon which 
it has been employed. Nothing is more 
injurious to paint and varnish than am- 
monia, and if it is used to remove some 
especially stubborn spot the surface 
should be quickly wiped over with a 
clean cloth wet in clear water. For lin- 
oleum ammonia !s equally bad unless it 
is quickly rinsed. It is this little knowl- 
edge of her cleaning drugs which makes 
them so dangerous in the hands of the 
average housemaid. One who utel a 
cloth dipped in crude oil to wipe over the 
surface of a stained floor saw no reason 
why the same could not be applied to 
the highly polished surface of an old ma- 
hogany table. The result, naturally, 
was disastrous to its finish, and recourse 
to the services of a cabinet-maker was 
necessary,

THE WAY TO MAKE TKA. 


Mrs. S. T. llorer writes of tea, coffee, 


cocoa and chocolate iu her cooking lesson 
in The Lollies' Jfome Journal. In tPll- 
ing how to best prepare tea she points 
out that '-tannin, the objectionable in- 
gredient of tea, is more thoroughly dis- 
solved by boiling. To get the least tan- 
nin we must, then, avoid boiling the tea. 
The machine picked teas are undoubted- 
ly more wholesome than the green color- 
ed teas or those dried on copper plates. 
Frequently expensive teas—those sold at 
from $10 to $12 a pound—are not so 
healthful as the cheaper black teas sold 
at $1. Tea should be taken clear or with 
very little sugar. 
If taken between 


meals, it may be taken with sugar and 
cream, but I cannot think of a more in- 
jurious or pernicious habit than the 
drinking of tea with sugar and cream at 
mealtime. If taken with food, it pre- 
vents mastication, thus creating stomach 
fermentation. 


"To make tea properly first scald the 


pot, drain and put into it while hot a 
level teaspoonful o( tea to each half pint 
of water. Pour over the water at the 
first boil. Cover for five minutes. Stir 
and use at once. The rule in making 
tea is to allow a teaspoon ful of tea for 
each person and one for the pot. Tea 
should not under any circumstances be 
made iu a metal teapoCt"
